During the first world war physical therapy went from its baptism of 
 fiirev-and emerged as we know it today.» Its value was established efter 1918 in 

our civilian hospitals and: has developed under the guidance of the Council of 
Physical Therapy of the American Medical Association. This Council was instrument- 
‘al in the rational control of treatments used and apparatus accepted. It was also 
responsible for the training program of the PRYg Wad. therapy teghnicians. 


This hospital has been a pioneer in modern physical therapy for nearly 
twenty years, and many of dur surgeons learned something about physiotherapy here. 
‘One of «the first schools in the country was established here for training of tech- 
nicians in 1927, and over 250 technicians have gone out from our institution to 
hospitals all over the country. In response.to a request from the Surgeon General's 
office, war emergency courses vere started here two years ago which made it possible 
to turn out two classes a year, The majority of these technicians are now with the 
armed forces. Congress passed a law last February giving technicians a commission. 
In addition, the army pay is good, the work is pleasant and it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to. supe civilian dopand ¢ for technicians,

By the way, here*s a real vote of thanks for your cheery paper every other 
week. It is a real thrill to hear what ail the folks are doing all over 
the world, and to follow each other's progress. Undoubtedly, it saves 

a tremendous amount of letter writing. I think you should tax the fellous 
a secretarial fee for cutting dovm the eount of correspondence we have 

to do to keep in touch with each other. 


With a commission in the Army on my desk, and with my office closed a year 
ago this spring, I was suddenly transferred by P. and A. down here to Van- 
couver to organize an industrial hospital for the ship building industry 
heree ‘When I arrived the medical facilities consisted of four walls and 
the roof on a First Aid Station and oné nurse. 


Things didn't remain quiet for long however, and we now have grown into 
one of the largest industrial medical setups in the country. Betveen 
September 1 and June 1 we saw 218,513 out-patients to say nothing of the 
inpatient hospital work. The fracture figures correspond, I have per- 
sonally treated some 200 major compound fractures since I came down. 


The main thing of interest however, is the shipbuilding here which cor- 
sists of the three Kaiser yards, employing approximately 100,000 pecp le 
and several smaller shipyards doing Navy work. 


The Kaiger yards are now delivering a Liberty ship every other day, tc- 
gether with aircraft carriers and tankers, The aircraft carriers are 
interesting ships, being smaller than the conventional Navy carriers, but 


ooh, on 


much faster to build. The production schedule calls for six cerriers to 
be delivered to the Navy a month, although that figure hasn't been reached 
yet. ne |
